NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


The disabled Rteamer Virginia arrived at 
Greenrock, ¡Scotland, yesterday. 
The Mississippi trouble is still the theme at 
Washington. 
Our dispatches report a steady improve­ 
m ent in financial affairs In San Francisco. 
Congressman Wigginton announces that ho 
will spend several days in this city before 
leaving for W ashington. 
It is reported that the banks of thisclty will 
resume business in a fear days. 
Gold continues lo advance In New York, 
closing yesterday at 116M- 


R o b e r t F e r k a l is a candidate for 
Chief Clerk of the assembly. He has 
filled the place before ami filled it well 
which is something but few men in 
toe State are capable of doing. 


C o n g r e s s m a n W i g g i n t o n has writ­ 
ten to friends in this city assuring 
them that he will spend some days in 
Los Angeles county before leaving for 
Washington. 


T h e San Diego Uaion says the H e r ­ 


a l d claims the election of W ioo in t o n 
to be a railroad triumph. The readers 
of the H e r a l d know that the Union 
has violated that portion of the com­ 
mandments which says “Thou shalt 
not bear false witness against thy 
neighbor.” 


Some of our cote mporaries a re be­ 
wailing the apparent falling off in the 
vote at the recent election as compared 
with that of the previous State elec­ 
tion. 
It is our opiuion that there is 
no decrease in the vote. The figures 
thus far given in mauy instances rep­ 
resent only majorities which of course 
reduces the total vote very materially. 
We expect that when the official re­ 
sult is announced, the total number 
of votes will equal if they do not ex­ 
ceed that of the election two years 
ago. 


New School Houses Needed. 


The residents of Los A ngeles are 
justly proud of their public schools. 
Our Superintendent is an accomplish­ 
ed scholar and is now in his thirty-fifth 
consecutive year as an instructor and 
our corps of teachers will compare 
favorably with that of any other city 
in the State. 
But there is one essen-* 
tial wantingto place the public schools 
of this city on the high plane of excel­ 
lence we ail desire to see them, and 
that is, additional school buildings. 
Let us show our deficiency in this par­ 
ticular by comparison. The city of 
Stockton contains about one third less 
population than Los Angeles, yet she 
has four large school buildings each of 
which equals our best school house in 
size, capacity and beauty. 
Beside 
these large structures she has a num­ 
ber of smaller school houses erected 
on lots owned by the city in all of 
which schools are taught the year 
round. Stocktou has the reputation 
of having the model school system of 
the State. In nothing has she the 
slightest advantage of Los Angeles 
except school room accommodations. 
The people of Los Angeles should im­ 
mediately resolve on the construction 
of at least four large handsome school 
buildings. Let work bo commenced 
on the one most needed at once and 
when that is ready for occupation be­ 
gin another until all aro completed. 
Our property cannot be taxed for a 
more useful or more noble purpose 
than for the enhancement of our edu­ 
cational facilities, nor can we do any­ 
thing that will sooner or more rapid­ 
ly increase the value of our real estate 
than to build school houses. 


Our Water Supply. 


The problem which our City Coun­ 
cil is now trying to solve is how they 
may best save and uitilize the water of 
the Los Angeles river. It is a difficult 
problem and rendered all the more 
difficult bj’ the fact that immediate 
proof of the correctness of thesolusion 
is not attainable. At present the wa­ 
ter is conveyed from the river in open 
surface zanjas or ditches, and the loss 
from cipage and evaporation probably 
approximates twenty-five percent, of 
the quantity taken from tlie river 
channel. 
Up to this time 110 attempt 
has been m tde to save for use when 
most needed, the surplus water of the 
W inter and Spring. 
It i* but^recent 
that the necessity for preventingthese 
wastes has impressed itself upon our 
people, but the rapid increase of the 
area of cultivated land within the city 
limits during the past two years has 
convinced ail that our water supply 
for irrigating purposes is not now equal 
to the demand and will become sti 1 
less so unless something is «lone to 
economise our stock. It is apparent 
to all that the water when not needed 
must he saved up for useduringthe ir­ 
rigating season, and that some means 
must be resorted to by which we may 
avoid the loss now sustained through 
leakage and evaporation from the sur­ 
face zanjas. How best to do this is what 
our city authorities 
are 
studying 
to determine. It will cost a large 
sum of money to effect these improve­ 
ments and therefore no one of the half 
dozen theoretical proposition already 
advanced should be adopted jpntil its 


practical utility is thoroughly demon 
strated. Such works are always more 
satisfactorily carried out by men of 
large experience and practical judg­ 
ment. 
We have in our midst a few 
such men. 
Perhaps the most tho­ 
rough of them all is Mr. C. E. M il e s . 
His experience iu the construction of 
water works is extensive. 
When he 
assumed control of the Los Angeles 
water company’s works there was 
neither system, order or remuneration, 
but he soon evinced such thorough un­ 
derstanding of the business and there 
was so much practical knowledge ap­ 
parent in his suggestions that the 
company soon placed the entire m an ­ 
agement of the works under his con­ 
trol. TI10 result is, order out of chaos, 
and when the improvements he has 
planned are carried out as they soon 
will be, the water supply of Los Ange­ 
les will be abundant and her system 
of water work will equal iu cotnplet 
ness that of any other city in the 
State. 
It is to some such man of 
judgment and experience that the city 
should entrust the task of economizing 
her water supply and the construction 
of irrigation ditches which will not 
lose a large percentage of the water 
while conveying it from the reservoirs 
or rivers to the lands of t he consumers. 


The Mississippi Troubles. 


Our remarks in Friday's H e r a l d 
based upon the “raw head and bloody 
bones” 
dispatches 
concerning the 
state of affairs in Mississippi are iu 
accordance with subsequent develop­ 
ments. The plot has again miscarri­ 
ed, and the press 
dispatches from 
Washington now laud the conductor 


G r a n t and P ie r r e p o n t . 
At the 
critical moment A m e s could not go 
through with his part. The scenery 
was all arranged. 
The public had 
been wrought up to the highest pitch 
of interest. 
The curtain rises, the 
prologue is recited, the chief actor ap­ 
pears upon the stage, or rather is sup­ 
posed to be hidden in the cloud of to­ 
bacco smoke that moves toward the 
foot lights. 
The Attorney General 
rushes forward with an armful of law­ 
books, holding in his right hand a 
proclamation ready to be launched. 
The blue lights throw a glamor over 
the actors and the audience, and the 
side door opens to admit the “First 
Murderer.” The silence is, profound. 
With bated breath and glaring eyes 
the audience watch the stage. Every 
minute seems an age. The clanking 
of chains, the rattling of bones and the 
clangor of arms can be heurd in the 
distance. Even the prompter is un­ 
easy, and whispers so loudly that it is 
heard all over the house. 
The actors 
can hear the «leiay no longer. The 
announcement is made that the per­ 
son who was to play “ First Murderer” 
cannot be found, and the play must be 
postponed. “Only this, and nothing 
more.” 
Whethersaid “ First murder­ 
er” was sick, or drunk; whether he 
had struck for higher wages, or for­ 
gotten his part, may perhaps never 
be kuown. It is enough to know that 
he has spoiled a heart rending trag­ 
edy, and become the hero in a miser­ 
able farce. We should think that as 
our telegram states. 
“The situation 
in Mississippi grows more perplexing 
each hour.” It 19 more perplexing to 
the authors of the plot than to outside 
observers. 
The man who fills the 
Gubernatorial chair of the common 
wealth of Mississippi; who has shown 
himself capable of betraying every 
trust confided to him; who has a rec­ 
ord even blacker than that of K e l - 


logo of Louisiana; who is decidedly 
the worst of all the band of hyenas, 
the carpet-bag politicians—that have 
so long preyed upon 
the Southern 
States; who has been not only charg­ 
ed but proven guilty by his own hand 
writing of instigating the troubles at 
Vicksburg two years ago, and there­ 
fore an accessory of the murders com­ 
mitted by the negroes on that occa­ 
sion; who represents the villainy of 
his father-in-law B. F. B u t l e r of 
Massachusetts, combined with the 
hatred of a base and cowardly heart. 
Can it 
be that A d e l b e r t 
A m e s 
sickened at the plot which he was to 
carry out? Can it be that he surren­ 
dered at the final step, and shruuk be­ 
fore the vision of the hecatombs of 
victiems of a warbetw-een the whites 
and blacks which lie was to precipi­ 
tate? Perchance the Essex statesman 
did not give full instructions, and the 
thick headed Governor did not know­ 
how to curry 011 the part he had un ­ 
dertaken. 
But we may rest assured the desper­ 
ate men who now control the rem­ 
nant of the Radical party represented 
by the Administration will not stop 
here. The bloody work is to go 011, 
and a strong case made out for mili­ 
tary interference in all the Southern 
States. The negroes have been insti­ 
gated to rise in Louisiana, Georgia 
and Mississippi. 
The same will be 
dor.e in other States, and if these ef­ 
forts have failed the others may not. 
Our only consolation is that such des­ 
perate remedies to rally the Northern 
people to tlie banners of Republican­ 
ism indicate the speedy dissolution of 
the party. It is the death throe, the 
prompting by a diseased brain. 


Anotherserinus affray occurred last 
Saturday, at S«n Fernando, though 
the weapons used this time were car­ 
penter’s tools.

S a n F r a n c is c o , Sept. 13.—Mi lie 
Grade, the female gymnast, perform­ 
ing at Woodworth’s Gardens, met 
with a severe accident Saturday after­ 
noon, while doing her blindfold tra­ 
peze. She hatl nearly finished the act 
and was about to make the thrill de­ 
cent, when she was seen suddenly to 
loose her hold, and fall to the door, 
striking with both her bead and body. 
At last accounts she wa9 doing well 
and will recover. 
Notice was left at the coroner’s yes­ 
terday that a man named Christopher 
Seefer was lying dead, supposed to be 
by violence, in a basement at 10 Sher­ 
wood Place, ofT Third si reel. The de­ 
ceased had been missing for several 
days. Persons claim they saw him 
alive on the 9th inst. The attention 
of the inmates of the house was at 
last attracted by the stench issuing 
from his room. The door was locked 
from the inside. By direction of the 
coroner it was forced, when a horrible 
spectacle presented itself. The dead 
body of Seefer was found on a frame­ 
work which had served for both a bed 
and bench. A bullet wound in the 
head, and a big navy revolver, one 
chamber empty, clutched in his hand, 
sufficiently explained the cause and 
mode of his death. The coroner took 
charge of the remains, which was 
found in an advanced state of decom­ 
position. 
Giacome Buroath the young Italian 
who was convicted of killing a China­ 
man several months ago was to-day 
sentenced to serve a term of years iu 
the States prison. 
Officer Finnegass, connected with 
the Government secret service, in con­ 
junction with officers of the city Po­ 
lice, arrested Guisseppi Cambia and 
his wife Gracia who are believed to be 
members of a gang of organized coin 
counterfeiters. 
Inquiry this morning seems to indi­ 
cate that, while there is a feeling that 
to-day will be somewhat harder than 
collection day two weeks ago, never­ 
theless, a general feeling of confidence 
prevails, and no disaster is apprehen­ 
ded in commercial circles.

It is also stated that 
he is using his influence to have his 
successor appointed here in opposition 
to the recent action of the Internal 
Revenue Department in transfering 
Hawley to this post. The Pacific dis­ 
tillers nave been summoned by the 
Reveuue officials to prorluce their 
books; and, in return, Louis Schultz, 
one of the proprietors, make9 affidavit 
that all the books of account of the 
concern up to July 1st, 1875, have been 
destroyed.

cattle receipted for wus delivered.

L. J. Rose, and Eehora, belonging to 
Mr. L. H. Titus of Los Angeles. 
Los Angeles Lodge No. 42 F. and A. 
M. will hold a special meeting this 
evening for work in the first degree. 
Sojourning brethren in good standing 
are cordially invited. 
Mr. Gaertner yesterday showed us a 
fine prospect from the Charlotte ledge. 
The rock from which the gold was 
crushed was taken out forty feet be­ 
low the surface and assays one hun­ 
dred dollars per ton. 
The knights of Pythias on their re­ 
turn from serenading Mr. J. J. Melius 
and bride on Saturday night honored 
the H e r a l d office with a few beauti­ 
ful and well executed tunes for which 
we return thanks. 
In the Payorefio claim, in the Char­ 
lotte District, a vein of white honey­ 
comb ore has been struck at a depth 
of thirty-five feet. There are solid 
granite walls on either side of the 
vein.

He is an excellent workman, 
and we commend him to those who 
are so unfortunate as to require the 
services of a dentist. 
Among the late arrivals in Los An­ 
geles is Dr. Thompson, of South H a­ 
ven, Michigan, and a member of the 
Senate of that State. Dr. Thompson 
proposes to take in the climate of Los 
Angeles until the next bi-ennial ses­ 
sion 
of the Michigan Legislature 
takes place. 
Judge Kohler is announced as a can­ 
didate for Justice of the Peace at Ana­ 
heim. He is a gentleman of ability 
and has long filled the office with cred­ 
it. Some idea of the Judge’s attain­ 
ments may be inferred from the fact 
that he converses fluently in seven or 
eight languages. 
Mr. W. P. Smith, who has for some 
years past been assistant engineer in 
the construction of the fortifications 
at Lime Point, San Francisco Harbor, 
succeeds Lieut.

He 
showed what could be done on his 
special trains to Saratoga, and the peo­ 
ple imm ediately began to demaud 
equally as good terms all over the coun­ 
try.

W. Creigton, city editor of the H eb- 
aG d, died in this city at 10 o’clock, 
yesterday. Mrs. Creighton had been 
a resident of this city but a few 
months, but during her short stay 
among us she endeared herself to all 
who bad the pleasure of m aking her 
acquaintance. 
Little more than a 
yenr ago she was in the bloom of health 
in her home in Leavenworth, Kansas; 
but that most inexorable of all dis­ 
eases, consumption, marked her as its 
victim; and hoping for relief from a 
change ofclimate,her husband brought 
her to this city; but it was a vain 
hope. She sank slowly and without 
apparent pain until the final sum­ 
mons came, when she died as she had 
lived in peaceful resignation to the 
will of Him who doeth all things well. 
The bereaved husband and his infant 
daughter will receive the sincere sym­ 
pathy of their many friends in this 
city,

Ramie Machine. 


llamie can be grown to great perfec­ 
tion in Los Angeles county, and all 
that is needed is a machine that will 
clean the fibre perfectly. Speaking of 
the Industrial Exposition at San Fran­ 
cisco, The Bulletin has the following, 
which should attract the attcution of 
those who desire to cultivate this val­ 
uable plant: 
A curious looking machine, exhibit­ 
ed under the Hawaiian flag, is some­ 
thing th at attracts a deal of notice, 
and provokes numerous enquiries. 
Some years ago the East India gov­ 
ernment offered a premium of $25,000 
for the invention and construction of 
a machine that would thoroughly clean 
Ramie fibre, and render it fit for the 
manufacturer without auy hand-work. 
It is claimed that the machine now 
on exhibition at the Pavilion will pei- 
form the service designated in the of­ 
fer of the reward. The inventor claims 
for his patent that one of his machines 
will perform the work of fourteen huu­ 
dred men. In a day the machine will 
handle ten tons of stock, producing 
one ton of perfectly cleaned fibre, 
which is estimated to be the work of 
the above mentioned number of men, 
in the same length of time. The pro­ 
duction of ramie is growing to be one 
of the most i m portan t i ndustries of the 
Sandwich Islands, bidding fair to su­ 
persede the sugar interest. 
Fabrics 
produced from ramie fibre are only ex­ 
celled by silk, and, indeed, silk and 
ramie goods are so nearly alike that 
many persons cannot tell the one from 
the other. Millions of pounds of ra­ 
mie are annually manufactured into 
dress goods; and on account of the 
durability of the fabric, its ease of col­ 
oring aud fineness of finish, it has at­ 
tained a great, popularity. 
Its suc­ 
cessful growth in many parts of Cali­ 
fornia has tended to awaiten a new in­ 
terest in everything that concerns it.

Santa Monica.— Its Progress. 


On Sunday, upon the invitation of 
Mr. Charles G. Johnson, a representa­ 
tive of the H e r a l d took a trip to San­ 
ta Monica. The progress of this re­ 
cently founded watering place is most 
gratifying, and augurs quite a pros­ 
perous ally for Los Angeles in the 
near future. There are now nearly one 
hundred houses in existence, or in 
course of construction ; and, though 
most of them arc mere temporary 
structures, yet these are rapidly giv- 
iug place to pretentious edifice. Prom­ 
inent among those now going up is 
the Club House of Mr. Chas. G. John­ 
son. The m ain building is 30 by 40 
feet, and h is a billiard saloon attach­ 
ed 30 by 18 feet. The latter will be 
very private; provided with two first 
class tables, and a Chickering grand 
C 
iano. The second story, from which 
1 a splendid view of the ocean, is to 
be let to families. Mr. Lucas will put 
up a $7,000 house. The wharf is now 
completed and provided w ith facilities 
for unloading freight of any kind. 
One of the crains now iu position is 
guaranteed to raise ten tons. The 
wharf is now under the charge Capt. 
Shiliaber, a very competent official. 
The stages now drive down the wharf 
to the gang plank of the steamer. 
Four miles of the Los Angeles and 
Indepence railroad is completed; and 
when the locomotive, which is now 
being put together, is in running or­ 
der, track laying will be pushed vigor­ 
ously. Trains will be running to Los 
Angeles in less than thirty days. The 
pipes to conduct the water from the 
St. Vicente springs are being put 
down, and Col. Jackson states that 
there is an abundant supply of the 
fluid. 
It is said that gentleman will 
recommend to Senator Joues the im­ 
mediate construction of the superb 
new hotel to cost upwards of $100,000. 
The birth of a newspaper of course 
marks the progress of a California 
town, and though Santa Monica now 
has none, the deficiency will soon be 
supplied, as Mr. Street is to issue the 
first number of the Santa Monica Tri­ 
bune sometime this month.
